15:31), “Son, thou art ever with 
me, and all that I have is thine.” 

In her definition of man in the 
Christian Science textbook, “Sci- 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures,” Mary Baker Eddy, the 
Discoverer and Founder of Chris- 
tian Science, writes (p. 475) : “Man 
is idea, the image, of Love; he is 
not physique.
